Tile forest vvealtli of the Colony stiU unutilized is immense. 
These forests are chielly along tlie banks of liio larger rivers 
and their IribularieE, and around [he lioadi of the hayi:. The p-'T 
cipal variclies of the indigenous forest growths are white pine, 
while and block spruce, limaraok or larch, nr, yellow and whila 
birch. The yellow birch is said to be equal in durability to Iho 
Englisli oak, and vvilli. the spruces and larches, is admirably 
adapted (or shipbuilding purpoEcs.
